TOM HEENEY’S CHANCES i 
‘AGAINST TUNNEY. | 


[By Eugene Corri.] 

Whatever the fate of Tom 
Heeney when he fights Gene 

. Tunney he cannot say that any 
boxer ever had a more hearty 
send-off than was accorded to him 
when he set:sail at. the beginning 
of the week for New York on 
board | the “Leviathan” from 
Southampton. I was one of a 
considerable party who made the 
trip from London to wish -him 
luck, And there were, besides, 
distinguished. ‘sportsmen ,. from 
many parts of the country, who 
took the opportunity to. bid him 

+ adieu. ‘ 

Heeney, I felt, would rather 
have stolen’ away quietly. . 

‘more embarrassed man I . have 
seldom beheld’ than he appeared 
to be, when he found himself sur- 
rounded by hundreds of well- 
_wishers, few of whom he had 
ever seen before. I warmed to 
’ him because of: his modesty. It 
does not often happen, éither in 

- the game of boxing or, indeed, 
any other sport, that a man 
chosen, to fight for a.champion- 
ship is disposed to hide his head. 
Generally, it is quite the reverse. 

I am afraid that he will not 
yield ‘ good “copy” to the news- 
paper men on the other side, but 
that he will render a good ac- 
count of himself in'the ring Iam 
sure. During his holiday in this 
country,. Heeney has taken on 
much weight. I should say that 

‘ he was round about 16 st. when 
I saw him‘at Southampton, But 
he does not look to be impossibly 
bulky. For his part, he is quite’ 
certain that he will have no dif- 
ficulty in shedding all stiperfluous 
flesh, for there is no man who 
takes his training with greater 

. Seriousness, * ae 
Demon for Work. 

Heeney is a demon for work. I 
‘understand that he is to be quar- 
tered at Atlantic’City. He could 
not hive chosen a. most desirable 
place. I spent a few days there 
when I went over.in 1921 to see 

’ Carpentier fight Dempsey. It 
was at Atlantic City I first made 
the acquaintance of Dempsey. If 
Heeney’can do his work under the 
same conditions. as those under 
which Dempsey trained, he. will 
indeed be a fortunate man. I do 
not suppose that his camp will be 
anything like so sumptuous a8 
that pitched for Dempsey.. ©

When Tunney joined up-with 
Gibson he was rated. to be no 
more than a possibility, When 
brothers Mortimer’ took 
Heeney into their charge, they 
alone saw his possibilities. They 
were not in the least: discouraged 
when the New Zealander failed to 
please a single critic in his firat' 
fight with Phil - Scott <in 
this. country. “Until Heeney 
went to America, I doubt whether 
he did more than earn his keep. 
If it had not been for the bro- 
thers Mortimer, he would not 
have been able to make the jour- 
ney to the’ States, Well, he has 
well recgmpensed the Mortimers’ 
for their unswerving: support of 
him. They have attained what 
they set out to attain—a fight for 
the world's title. ‘ 

You ‘Never Can’ Tell, 

Heeney is not considered to 
have. more than ‘an outside 
chance of winning, but you never 
know. Pergonally, I shall be sur- 
prised if he beats the American, 
but I do not forget that the popu- 
lar prediction that. Dempsey 
would slaughter | Tunney was 
falsified. And Iam not forget- 
ting that twelve months will havé 
gone without Tunney having had 
a fight when he comes to defend 
‘his title.’ No man ever profited 
by a long lay off. Now, while 
Tunney has been ‘resting on ‘hig 
oars, Heeney haa had at least six 
contests, and he must be the bet- 
ter for them. It must not be for- 
gotten that in America it is ‘not 
always the better boxer who car- 
ries the day. - 

Sheer strength: counts for .a 
very great deal, and Heeney is 
exceptionally strong. He has al- 
ready proved that he ‘is: dead 
game, . Heeney does not pretend 


to be clever, but in his quiet way {th 


he doubts whether there is a man 
to beat him in a-test of endur- 
ance. When the “Leviathan” 
sailed away, Heeney was the least 
concerned man aboard her: He 
was not thinking merely of Tun- 
ney. He was radiant in the know- 
ledge. that the day was fast ap- 
proaching when. the opportunity 
would be ‘his to fight for the 
greatest prize the ring may offer.

The Ear! of Dieehiais in a talk 
on “Broadcast Listening,” very 
properly paid. tribute to the 
B.B.C's “sincere attempt to inter- 
pret the wishes of the public.”

Corres- 
‘pondence may not be a sufficiently 
reliable index. | A large propor- 
tion of the people who write letters | 
can throw little light on the minds 
of thefr fellows, and no one can 
tell how many opinions any letter, 
or , batch of letters, represents. 
Counting heads ia by:no means a 
sufe method of estimating the ac- 
ceptance of’ a programme. The 
thousands of' letters received each 
week represent but a very tiny. 
percentage of listeners; and  ex- 
cept when the public is ‘specially 
asked to give an opinion about 
some particular programme, the 
chancea are much against the 
letters‘ fully representing the most 
intelligent, acute and discriminat- 
ing Hsteners’ views, The people 


| with the best brains are usually,

write. * 

. Programme Research Work. 
Saturday, night programmes 

have, on the whole, lagged behind 


| those of any other evening in -in- 


terest and freshness. Saturday -is 
for many almost the best time for 
listening in the week; we can en- 
joy .the refreshment of muaje, 
poetry, or a play best of all when 
the week's work is behind us, and 
Saturday . afternoon’s exercise has 
brought o pleasant tiredness 
the’ desire for a new stimulus. | It 
is not merely light music that is 
wanted then. Intelligent people!

NEW DRUM DIAL. 


"A VERNIER. PATENT. 


‘The Pilot Manufacturing Co. has 
developed and has introduced - on 
to the market'a vernier drum dial, 
‘Apart from the neatness of the 
new dial, which, incidentally, will 
enable “fans” to bring their sets 
up to the latest standard, there are 
a number of. features about it that 
make it desirable from the point of 
view of either the broadcast or low 
wave listener-in. ‘One of «. these 
features ia the absolute elimina- 


tion of backlash, brought about by}. 


a constant spring tenaion on the 
shifting. gear. Another feature, 
and a most important one, is that 
as well as the ‘drum circumfer- 
ence for tuning, a special: vernier 
on a smaller drum. at the side . is 
provided, which makes it possible 
to tine even the most selective of 
sets with ease, Neat in design, 
and adaptable for use with almost 
any condensers, this dial, or com- 
bination’ of dials, will muke it pos- 
sible, for most amateurs, to bring 
thelr sets up to standard, without 
any other alteration than the re- 
mounting of the condensers, and, 
of course, the’ mounting of ' the 


unit. The single dial unit has’ a 


4% inch drum, and the front plate 
measures 8% by. 434 inches. Ta 
accommodate it a plece measuring 
1% inches wide’ by 234 inches 
high will have to be cut out of 
the panel. The drum is then slip- 
ped into place, and the plate fast- 
ened with: the four counteratink 
screws provided. With this dia! 
it is possible to gang two, : three, 
or four condensers, making it pos- 
sible as. control for sets up. to

Lord Hugh Cecil has addressed 
to the: Rev, Sidney M. Berry, secre- 
tary of the Congregational Union 
of England and Wales, a letter in ' 
connection with the resolution.

Recently six recording clocks, 
one for each railway, have been 
installed. in the entrance’ hall to 
the general offices at 55, Broadway.
